As 
you know, Mr* Wallenberg saved an estimated 
one hundred thousand lives in Hungary in 
the closing moments of the Holocaust* Be- 
cause of his extraoddinary actions, he de- 
serves the gratitude of the entire civilized 
world* Instead, for reasons perhaps known 
only to Soviet authorities, Mr* Wallenberg 
has been their prisoner at least since 1945* 

X can think of no act of historical resti- 
tution— to say nothing of humanitarian jus- 
tice— than for you to do your best to ensure 
that Mr. Wallenberg be freed from his hor- 
rible fate. Xn this world it seems that the 
more good one does, the more one is punished* 
But I hope, Secretary Muskie, that the De- 
partment of State can bring this awesome 
chapter to a happy resolution*
